1 1 . Regarding amended independent claims 1 , 9, 20 and 21 , these claims now all 
include the feature wherein the electrically conductive region is formed with electrically 
conductive protuberances which extend through the thickness of the organic light 
emissive material, the second electrode layer is electrically connected to the electrically 
conductive protuberances, and the organic light emissive material partially covers the 
electrically conductive protuberances. This feature, combined with the other claim 
limitations is not taught or suggested by the prior art of record. 

12. Claims 2, 6,-8, 13, 16 and 17 are allowed due to their dependency.
